As  the  first  crop  of  pre-recorded 
auditions  air  on  ITV  this  weekend, 
we  caught  up  with  David,  46,  to 
find  out  if  Britain’s  still  got  talent. . . 

What  do  you  most  enjoy  about 
being  a  judge  on  BGT? 

It’s  just  a  pleasure  to  be  part  of  a 
show  that’s  such  a  juggernaut  of  a 
success.  Sometimes  the  popularity 
of  other  shows  wanes  a  little  bit, 
but  BGT seems  to  go  on  and  on. 

You  can’t  believe  as  a  judge  you’re 
getting  paid  because  you’ve 
basically  got  the  best  seat  in  the 
house  and  all  these  people  are 
coming  on  to  entertain  you.  And 
when  it’s  great,  it’s  magical.

Congratulations  on  your  NTA 
win.  How  many  times  have  you 
reminded  Simon  that  you’re 
‘Britain’s  No.l  judge’? 

I’ve  mentioned  it  to  him  a  few 
times,  and  he  doesn’t  enjoy  it 
because  he’s  very  competitive. 

At  the  auditions,  he’s  been  telling 
the  audience  that  there’s  going  to 
be  a  recount  and  how  it’s  all  a  big 
conspiracy.  So  he  doesn’t  like  it, 
especially  as  judging  is  what  he 
does  -  he  doesn’t  do  anything  else! 

What  has  the  dynamic  been 
like  between  members  of  the 
judging  panel  this  year? 

Well,  filming  long  days  with  four 
egos,  you  can  start  to  get  on  each 
other’s  nerves,  but  it’s  actually  been 
very  harmonious  and  we  haven’t 
had  any  disagreements.  Sometimes 
Simon  accuses  me  of ‘stealing  his 
lines’.  That’s  the  thing  he  gets 
annoyed  about,  but  I’m  the  kind 
of  person  who,  if  you  tell  me  not 
to  do  something,  I’ll  just  go  and 
do  it  even  more! 


What  can  you  tell  us  about 
your  Golden  Buzzer  act? 

Firstly  I  can  tell  you  that  Simon  was 
quite  frustrated  because  he  wanted 
to  press  the  Golden  Buzzer  for  the 
same  act.  I  don’t  want  to  give  too 
much  away  but  it’s  a  guy  who’s 
written  this  very  funny  song. 

Do  you  think  you’ve  got  the 
winning  Golden  Buzzer  act? 

I  don’t  know.  Simon  has  turned  it 
into  a  competition  about  which 
judge  is  going  to  win  but  I  don’t  see 
it  that  way.  I  see  the  Golden  Buzzer 
as  being  like  a  ‘wildcard’  for 
someone  who  otherwise  might  not 
have  got  through  to  the  semi-finals. 
It’s  about  giving  someone  that 
‘golden  ticket’  and  them  having 
that  lovely  moment  where  the 
whole  stage  turns  gold  and  it’s 
euphoric.  My  guy  collapsed  onto 
the  floor;  in  a  good  way  -  he  didn’t 
have  a  heart  attack  or  anything! 

Have  there  been  any  acts  that 
have  made  you  think:  ‘Oh  no, 
not  another  one  of  those’? 

Well,  we’ve  had  a  few  magicians  in 
the  semi-finals  in  recent  years  and 
we  do  see  a  lot  of  them  now.  My 
heart  slightly  sinks  when  they  say 
they’re  going  do  magic  and  they 
pull  out  a  deck  of  cards,  especially  if 
it’s  the  third  or  fourth  time  that  day 
you’ve  been  asked  to  shuffle  cards! 

We  know  Simon  loves  the  more 
dangerous  acts.  Have  you  had 
many  of  those  this  time? 

We’ve  had  some  incredible 
escapologists  and  also  a  man  who 
put  dynamite  in  his  mouth.  Every 
time  there’s  a  dangerous  act,  Simon 
asks  them:  ‘Can  you  somehow 
involve  David?’  He  likes  the  idea 
of  me  being  in  mortal  danger  and 
perhaps  even  dying  on  live  TV.  I 
think  he  thinks  it  might  be  his  gift 
to  the  world  that  he’s  killed  me  off! 

What  kind  of  act  would  you  like 
to  see  win  the  competition? 

A  comedian’s  never  won,  so  that 
would  be  great  -  or  a  speciality  act. 
Last  year,  pianist  Tokio  Myers  was 
a  very  cool  winner;  he  wasn’t  the 
kind  of  act  you’d  expect  to  win 
BGT  but  he  did  and  he’s  brilliant. 
Performing  at  Royal  Variety  is  still 
the  pinnacle  for  a  variety  act  in 
Britain,  so  it’s  a  special  thing  that 
it’s  still  part  of  the  prize.  And  the 
£250,000  is  quite  nice,  too!

But  mismatched  Penny  and  Neil 
are  unimpressed  about  being 
neighbours  so  clashes  swiftly  occur! 

As  Johnny,  46,  and  Emilia,  43, 
l  chat  to  us  in  Penny’s  plush  lodge 


during  a  break  in  filming,  the 
bad  weather  clearly  hasn’t  put  a 
dampener  on  their  holiday  spirit. . . 

You  must  be  delighted  that  Home 
from  Home  has  been  given  a  full 
series.  Can  you  describe  the  show? 
Johnny:  It  is  a  class  comedy  but  the 
problems  are  generated  in  Neil’s 
head.  He  sees  Penny  and  Robert 
as  people  who  have  everything 
he  hasn’t  and  he  has  simmering 
jealousy.  Neil’s  always  the  architect 
of  his  own  downfall. 

Emilia:  Penny  is  unhinged  and 
brutal  and  used  to  getting  her  own 
way.  Fiona  and  Robert  are  nice, 
innocent  bystanders  but  Penny 
and  Neil  are  always  bickering.  I’m 
horrible  to  you  all  the  time,  Johnny!

Johnny:  Holidays  always  have  a 
way  of  heightening  tensions  and  a 
park  like  this  is  a  real  social  melting 
pot.  For  the  Hacketts,  their  lodge 
is  a  dream  come  true  but  it  should 


be  called  Amityville  because  it 
looks  more  like  a  haunted  house. 
Emilia:  As  you  can  see,  Penny’s 
lodge  is  gorgeous  with  a  hot  tub 
outside.  I’d  be  thrilled  to  stay  here 
but  she’d  rather  be  in  Ibiza. 

Neil  lands  himself  in  some  tricky 
situations,  from  burying  himself 
in  cement  to  going  up  in  a  hot-air 
balloon!  What  was  the  most 
memorable  to  film? 

Johnny:  The  hot-air  balloon  because 
I  don’t  like  heights  and  it  wasn’t 
great  looking  over  the  side  of  the 
basket,  but  Emilia  loved  it  and  was 
almost  hanging  off  with  one  arm. 
Emilia:  Yes,  it  was  the  best  day  of 
our  lives  being  taken  up  in  a  hot-air 
balloon  on  a  beautiful  day  -  but 
poor  Johnny  was  cowering  in  the 
bottom  of  the  basket. 

Do  you  enjoy  filming  in  the  Lakes? 
Johnny:  Yes,  the  sun  has  been  out  a 
lot  and  the  Lake  District  is  another 
character  in  the  comedy.

I  brought  my  little  girl  [Rose, 
seven]  up  because  there  is  so  much 
to  do  with  the  beautiful  castles  and 
scenery;  it  is  very  family-orientated. 


What  were  your  own  family 
holidays  like  as  children? 

Johnny:  We  went  to  Butlin’s  until 
my  dad  got  laid  off  and  then  I  went 
on  a  charity  holiday  for  deprived 
children.  It  was  at  a  youth  hostel 
in  Wales  and  I  was  with  Britain’s 
hardest  kids;  it  was  horrendous.

Despite  their  gentle  appearance, 
these  super-cute  animals  prove 
surprisingly  forceful  as  they  tug 
the  branches  out  of  our  hands 
to  strip  off  the  tasty  buds ! 

We’ve  been  invited  on  an 
exclusive  trip  around  the  zoo  ahead 
of  the  fifth  series  of  C4’s  The  Secret 
Life  of  the  Zoo,  which  lifts  the  lid 
on  the  hidden  lives  of  some  of  the 
21,000  animals  who  are  cared 
for  at  the  125-acre  Cheshire  site. 

The  new  run  explores  blossoming 
romance,  parenthood  and  the 
struggle  for  survival  among  a 
variety  of  creatures  including  the 
giraffes.  Here,  Sarah,  37,  tells  us 
what’s  in  store  for  her  charges... 

You’ve  got  some  lovely 
youngsters  here  -  do  we  see 
them  in  the  show?  Yes,  this  series 
captures  the  birth  of  Narus  to 
mum  Orla.  Seeing  a  giraffe  born 
is  amazing  but  nail-biting  because 
it  is  a  six-foot  drop.  Then  we  have 
to  wait  to  see  whether  mum  will 
look  after  it  and  will  it  get  its  sea 
i  legs  and  walk.  Luckily  with  Narus, 
V  it  was  straightforward  but  you 


see  us  grab  him  to  microchip 
him  later  and  he  was  very  vocal. 
You  don’t  often  hear  calves  but 
we  did  this  time! 

What  other  giraffe  stories  can 
we  look  forward  to?  One  of  our 

males,  Kidepo,  moves  out  to 
another  collection  in  France  as 
part  of  a  breeding  programme  so 
you  see  us  bring  a  wagon  into  the 
enclosure  for  him.  The  other 
giraffes  were  all  watching  so  we 
really  had  to  move  it  around  safely, 
but  a  couple  of  them  got  cheeky! 

We  spied  your  tallest  giraffe 
chewing  the  side  of  the  giraffe 
house  earlier!  Does  he  star  too? 

That’s  our  breeding  bull  Meru; 
he’s  showing  off!  He’s  about 
18  feet  tall  and  has  fathered  lots 
of  calves  but  he’s  been  naughty 
from  day  one  when  he  stripped 
the  pipe  work  until  water  came 
down.  This  series  looks  at  how  he 
interacts  with  the  others  because 
he  is  bullish.  He  can  be  enjoyable 
to  work  with  but  when  he  is  doing 
his  ‘bull  job’  he’s  a  different 
animal.  I  won’t  go  into  details! 


What  do  you  enjoy  about 
working  with  giraffes? 

Rothschild’s  giraffes  have  a  pure 
white  ‘sock’  on  their  legs  just  up 
to  the  knee  and  I  absolutely  love 
working  with  them.  They’re  so 
elegant  and  after  you  work  with 
a  big  animal  like  this  you  can’t 
get  the  same  adrenaline  rush 
working  with  anything 
else.  They  don’t  like  change 
though;  even  a  visitor’s  hat 
can  set  them  off! 

How  do  you  find  being 
part  of  The  Secret  Life  of 
the  Zoo?  It’s  great  because 
the  crew  work  around  our  routine  ' 
and  with  Narus’  birth  they  just  set 
up  a  rig  and  left  us  to  it.  I  do  get 
recognised  by  visitors  now  but  also 
on  my  days  off,  which  is  bizarre ! 

It  is  lovely  that  children  watch, 
though.  We  had  a  camel  pass  away  | 
in  the  last  series  and  a  little  lad 
wrote  in  to  us  and  said  how  sorry 
he  was,  which  was  so  nice.
